JOHN FEARN, M. D., President California State Eclectic Medical Association 


Dear Eprror:—Your letter of enquiry 
to hand, asking me as president of ihe 


Medical Society of the State— 


of California ‘What in my opinion is 
the most important work of the Society 
for this year ?” 

_ In answer to that enquiry I beg to 
say that to my mind it is clear that 
our great object should be to consoli- 
date our forces in the state. Witha 
few honorable exceptions in the coun- 
try, Whatever has been done for our 
cause in this state has been done by 
the men around the bay of San Fran- 
cisco. Men have come here from the 
east, they have fallen in love with our 
state, and have determined to stay 
here, they have obtained certificates to 
practice their profession from the State 
Board of Eclectic Examiners, they 
have gone into practice, and a good 
many have done well, and yet quite a 
Jarge number have never considered 
that if it were not for the self-sacrific- 
ing labors of a few pioneer Eclectics, 
they would never have been allowed 
to practice in this state at all. We 
think the least a man of the Eclectic 
faith could do, should be to enquire 


for the officers of the State Society, 
and at once seek to strengthen their 
hands by joining the society, and yet a 


very large percentage of men who 
are practicing in this state under the 
banner of Eclecticism, have never join- 


ed our society. 
Now it seems to me the first busi- 
ness of every member of this society, 
whether he be in the city or country, 
should be to seek out amongst his 
neighbors every one of our graduates 
of good reputation, and induce such 
men to join our State Society.

at all times to do battle for the right 
as they saw it. Many of those men 
have gone the way of all flesh, but the 
seed those men scattered while living. 
is now bearing fruit. Of the men then 
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affiliated with the cause of Eclecticism, 
there are now only two or three in the 
society, some few have moved away, 
but most of them have joined the to us 
silent majority. Our society is now 
prosperous let us spare no pains to 
make it still more prosperous. 

Next to building up our state soci- 
ety and as a means to that end, we 
beheve that our best interests demand 
that wherever it is possible city and 
country organizations should be form- 
ed, this has been done in Oakland, San 
Francisco,Sacramento,and Los Angeles.

A Scientific Achievement. 


By A. A. CLouGH,. M. D., Denver, Colo, 


It is a matter of common experience 
with physicians to meet with cases 
_ where the one problem to be solved is 
how to give the patient rest without 
which it seems that all the resources 
of medicine must fail, Since rest and 
comfort are recognized by all as ex- 
tremely important factors as well as 
most agreeable and successful adju- 
vants to any line of treatment, it would 
seem that any suggestion tending to 
show how to better secure them would 
be in order. 

The mild case always responds more 
easily and the severe one that seems 
well nigh hopeless may many times be 
tided over the crisis by simply the 
securing of rest, the sine gua non of 
the successful issue. Especially is 
this true in the treatment of pneu- 
monia. In treating this disease accord- 
ine te the methods laid down in the 


books and as taught in the ‘schools, I 
believe that we lose sight of the im- 
portance of rest, or, if we do recognize 
it we go about securing it in the wrong 


Imagine a pneumonia patient with a 
temperature of 104 or 105, a pulse of 
120 to 130 and respiration of 40 to 70. 
If ever any one craves and absolutely © 
needs rest it is that patient; yet we are 
taught to encase the poor sufferer’s — 
chest, front and back, with a nasty, ill-_ 
smelling, hot, soppy flaxseed poultice, 
most miserable excuse for a_ thera- 
peutic agent, unscientific, except as to 
its ability to render the patient more 
uncomfortable. Now that we have 
succeeded most admirabiy in increas- 
ing the discomfort of our victim and 
civen our careful directions as to the 
details of the half hourly or hourly 
repetition of the same, a process well 


way. 
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calculated to anihilate the chances for 
rest, to say nothing of sleep, We set 
about preparing skillfully the best 
formulas with which we are fatniliar, 


hoping that they may possibly ih a 


measure relieve the sleeplessness and 
distress which our painstaking, yet 
thoughtless efforts, have so greatly 
aggravated. But this is the way we 


have been taught, reccgnized authori- 


ties have laid it down to wus, to our 
fathers and to our grandfathers as 
quite the proper thing, so we should 
accept it as inevitable that pneumonia 
and flaxseed poultices must go to- 
oether. 

However let us stop and reflect a 


moment just as we ate about to entet 


upon the cares and trials and duties 
of the twentieth century. Perhaps we 
have been following anthorities too 


closely, too blindly, Possibly we have 


been in the wrong, though thoughts 
lessly, all this time. It may -be that 
physicians have been laboring under a 
mistaken idea for a century or more in 


this respect, It would not be the only 
instance. There may be something 


witbin our reach as much better than 
a hot flaxseed poultice for an apyplica- 
tion to the chest in pneumonia as diph-: 


theria antitoxine now promises to be,. 


if not already proven to be, better 


than the rest and comfort and sleep 


destroying swabs and sprays and gar- 
gles in the treatment of diphtheria. 
Let us analyze a little. In the use 
of poultice—aside from the discomfort, 
loss of sleep and exhaustion—may we 
hope to accomplish? One thing only 
may be vlaimed in its favor, namely 
the determination of blood to the sur- 


fate, relieving inflammation of the 
deeper lying parts affected, but, only 
to the surface ahd, when this is once 
accomplished we cah only hope to 


keep the vantage we have gained in- 


stead of continually increasing our 
gain by other ahd better measures 
until the pathological condition has 
been steadily overcome instead of 
tolerated until a crisis may have been 
possibly weathered. But while we are 
accomplishing this admittedly desira- 
ble effect of the heat and moisture, as 
far as it goes, namely the superficial 
hypertemia we should consider at what 
a terrible expense to strength and 
vitality and consequently to resistance 
we are gaining the small and slow 16: 
lief from the deep seated inflammation 
which often so rapidly does its work 
of destruction, if not of life, of the 


further usefulness of the parts affected. 


How can we expect our patient to im- 
prove without rest and sleep and yet 


how can we expect him to rest and 


sleep even under the influence of the 
most powerful: quietants, within the 
realm of safety, when we are arousing’ 
him and tumbling him about every 
half hour or so to put a fresh poultice 
on his chest? By reason of this pro- 
ceedure of poulticing we have to in- 


crease the dosage of the very drugs 


that we well know interfere with the 
normal secretions and which we employ 
solely because we hope that they will . 
prove a lesser evil than the loss of 
sleep and rest. For the sake of over- 
coming the increased exhaustion that 
we have caused by the disturbance of 
the patient we increase the amount 
and frequency of our stimulants and 
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to take and digest the requisite amount 
of food. 


Even if poultices were admitted to. 


be as good as some other means now 
known to the profession, it is con- 
ceeded by all physicians that outside 
of the trained nurses, few people are 
capable of making and applying them 
properly, and a lesser number willing 
to assume the responsibility of chang- 
ing them at least every hour, night 
and day, which is necessary in all cases 
where they are considered to be indi- 
cated, and if such responsibility is 
assumed no one knows better than 
the doctor how seldom he finds the 
work satisfactor)y done. But what 
shall we use where we have been 
taught to employ the poultice for the 
relief of congestion and inflammation ? 

These objections to flaxseed and 
similar poultices have jong been ap- 
parent alike to the medical fraternity 
and to the laiety. The sentiment ex- 
pressed in the following quotation 
must have been that of every physician 
upon many oceasions: ‘If the proper 
thing could be found, a suitable anti- 
phlogistie application for the affected 
parts, something like a poultice and 
yet not a poultice, that might be worn 
constantly or almost so tbe result 
would be highly gratifying.” 

Karly in 1898 my attention was 
called by a friend in the profession to 
preparation called Autiphlogistine 
With the request ‘just try it”. I did 
try it in a wide range of inflammatory 
conditions, both where poultices have 
customarily been employed and in 
either classes of cases in pneumonia, 


again interfere greatly with the ability. 


convineed of its merit. 


liquor sanguinis, 
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pleurisy, brunchitis, erysipelas, pelvic 


inflammation, inflamed breasts, felons, 
sprains, boils, periostitis, hemorrhoids, 


orchitis, etc. Skeptically at first I 
freely admit, but realizing that one 
swallow never made either a sot or a 


‘summer I concluded to continue its use 


as long as I continued to get results. 
Since that time I have never found it 


necessary or desirable to resort to the 


employment of poultices which I have 


always considered as irrational and 


unscientific. I have found, by obser- 


vation extending over nearly five years, 


that for an external application for the 


relief of both superficial and deep 
seated inflammation, this material has 


no equal. 


Let him who doubts but try it (half 


as long and faithfully) as I have to be- 
I feel, 
without egotism, that Iam in a posi- 
tion to speak emphatically conceining 


its therapeutic value, Having watch- 


ed and studied this long to prove or 


disprove its hygroscopic power to 
abstract the liquor sanguinis from 
engorged blood-vessels deeply located 
either in the thorax or pelvis or else- 
where, not the power to simply pro- 


duce a superficial hypersemia, but to 


bring to and thiough and beyond the 
surface and into the dressing itself the 
disengorging the 
circulation and thus allowing it to be- 
come free to gather up inflammatory 
exudates and re-establish the integrity 
and function of the part affected. I 
feel that verily a scientific achievement 
has been accomplished in the bringing 
out of this comparatively new remedy. 
If I had pneumonia myself or were 
treating a patient with it and could 
select but ue remedy for it that one 
would be Antiphlogistine.

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Eclectics and Life Insurance. 


JOHN K. SCUDDER, M, D-, Cincinnati, Ohio. 


discrimination against Ke- 


-lectie and Homeceopathic physi- 
cians, in the appointment of medical 
examiners, by some of the leading life 


insurance companies, has eaused much 


discussion in the last seven years. This 
fact has been discussed pro and con in 


the several Ecleetie State Societies, 
and in some eases action has been 
taken. A mild form of boycott against 
discriminating companies has been ad- 
vocated by the American Institute of 
Homeopathy, The National Eclectic 
Medical Association at Hot Springs in 
1891 considered the subject, and de- 


clined to take any active measures in 
the matter. 


- However, in 1892, the following 


action was taken. “On motion of: Dr. 
J. M. Scudder, of Ohio, Resolved, That 
the Eclectic physicians of the United 


States assembled at the annual meet- 


ing of the National Eclectic Medical 


Association, this 17th day of June, 


1892) do vigorously protest against the 
i unjust discrimination by certain life 


insurance companies against the em- 
ploying of Ecleetic physicians to ex- 
nmine their risks; and that we mutual- 


ly pledge ourselves not to insure in 


companies that make such discrimina- 
tions; and furthermore, that we re- 
quest every Eclectic physician to use 
all honorable means to prevent his 
friends and acquaintances from insur- 
ing in such companies, if such restrie- 


tions be not removed.” Ordered, “That 
the Secretary of this Association give 
this resolution an extensive circulatiun 
among life insurance companies and 
Eclectic practitioners.” 

The simple discussion of this subject 
on the ground of equity alone, has 
brought about considerable change for 
the better in the last five years. 

The Ohio State Eclectic Medical As- 
sociation acted in the matter some 
years previously to this, but did not 


follow the subject very vigorously; in- 
deed, no list of ‘‘discriminatme” com- 


panies was prepared, The directors of 
inost of the leading companies are now 
convinced that liberul physicians are futl- 
ly qualified in every sense to make the 
necessary physical examinations of their 
risks. Consequently the chief medical 
director of several of the companies 
has reeeived instructions to cease dis- 
criminating against Ecleetic and Huom- 
eeopathic physicians, and to appoint 
them when they are selected by agents 
as local examiners, all others necessary 
qualifications as examiners being equal. 


~ On March 24, 1893, I addressed the 


following letter to the seeretaries of | 


thirty-four leading life insurance com- 
panies of the United States: 

“Dear Sir:—I have been instructed 
by the Ohio State Eclectic Medical 
Association to ask if your company 
discriminates against Eclectic and 
Homeopathie physicians in the ap- 
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pointment of medical examiners. An 


early and definite reply to the follow-’ 


ing questions will oblige us: 

“1, Do you appoint Eclectic physi- 
clans as examiners? 

‘2. Have you at present any Eclec- 
tic physicians as examiners, who are 
known to you as such, and will you 
cive the names and addresses of sev- 
eral? 

“Tt is our intention to classify the 
companies, and to exert all our efforts 
toward favoring the companies which 
do not discriminate in such appoint- 
ments. Respectfully,

After receiving a number of replies 
from the companies addressed I pre- 
pared a report on the subject and sub- 
mitted it to the Ohio Society in June, 
1895, and it was afterward printed in 
the Annual of Eclectic Medicine : for 
1894, and also in the Eclectic Medical 
Journal, February, 1894. List A, thus 
prepared embraced the names of the 
companies, which are among the larg- 
est in the United States, whose Secre- 
taries replied fully to my letter of in- 
quiry, and stated that they did appoint 
Kelectic and Homeceopathic physicians, 
and that they did not discriminate; 
and since that date, with one excep- 
tion I have not had any questions arise 
as to these companies. List B con- 
tained the names of the companies 
whose replies were somewhat indefi- 
nite. List C contained the names of 
the companies whose secretaries open- 
lv acknowledged that they appointed 
regular or allopathic physicians only. 
List D contained the names of the 


1850 Michigan Mutual, Detroit 
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companies whose secretaries failed to 
reply. 

In November, 1897, I took up the 
question again, and have had further 
correspondence with the companies 
whose position was questionable, and 
with twenty-two other smaller com- 
panies whose addresses I have since 
secured, and will now classify the 
names of the companies and their 
secretaries:

who give evidence of qualification. In- 
asmuch as the duty of an examiner is 
to pass upon healthy lives, the peculiar 
nature of treatment of certain schools 
does not enter into the consideration. 
It matters nothing to an insurance 


company whether a sick man is treated 


by a Homeopathic, an Eclectic, or a 
Regular physician. We see no reason 
why a Homeopathic or an Eclectic 
physician can not select a healthy life. 
We do require sobriety, integrity, abil- 
ity, and full possession of all the senses, 
together with good social standing, 
Very truly yours.

While engaged in writing this arti- 


cle, I have been appointed chairman of 


the “Section on Life Insurance Exami- 
nations, by President Farnum, and I 
expect to prepare a longer paper on 
this same topic for the annual meeting 
of the National Eclectic Medical Asso- 
ciation,to be held at Omaha.J ane,1898. 

As an aid in this direction, I wish 
every Eclectic who is employed as an 
examiner by any straight line, reserve 
fund or assessment life insurance com- 
pany, or fraternal or benevolent associ- 
ation, would send me his name and ad- 
dress, with company and date of ap- 


pointment, and the amount obtained 


for each examination made. In order 
that this article may be brought to the 
notice of every Kclectic, I shall offer it 
for publication in all our Journals. 

I fully believe that the secret of the 
whole trouble, where discrimination 
exists, lies in the intolerance or preju- 
dice of the “regular” medical director 
of the exclusive companies, and not in 
the directory or its ‘officers. When 
shown that Eclectic or Homeopathic 
physicians are equally qualified by 
their medical training to make insur- 
ance examinations, the directors will 
recognise our right, and, for business 
reasons, instruct their medical direc- 
tors to cease proscribing Hclectic and 
Homceopathie physicians. 

Whether the companies that still ex- 
clude us should be influenced quietly, 
by means of correspondence, personal 
requests, and pamphlet literature, or 
by the harsher methods of the Amer- 
ican boycott, the future must de- 
cide. I believe in the former method. 
If our National and State societies pro- 
ceed judicously,and inform the compa- 
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nies which discriminate against us, 
that the medical education of our 
men is equal to that of any of 
the so-called ‘‘ regular” profession, 
I believe that in less than five years 
this discrimination will be a thing of 
the past. The majority of the strong- 
est companies now appoint Kelectics as 


examiners, and while a few large com- 


panies do not, the probabilities are 
they exclude us by reasons of rules 
that result from past prejudice, and 
not from present opinion. 


A CASE OF?

Nearly two moaths ago, a gentleman 
aged about 50 years, came into my > 


office for examination for a peculiar 
affection of the tongue, which was 
first noticed about two years ayo and 


which has been treated since that time © 


by a Regular M. D., without any 


apparent benefit, neither will he name. 
the disease which consists of very 


severe, lancination pains in the point 
of the tongue, not extending back into 
the tongue more than an inch, and 
occuring at very irregular intervals, 
and only during sleep. 

At each attack there will be from 
one to three of the pains during the 
night and may recur for three or four 
nights, then there will be an interval 
of two to six weeks without one of the 
pains; each pain lasts only a few sec- 
ends, not to exceed one minute at any 
time. There has been no visible lesion 


until the last attack which occurred 


about one week ago and which was 
very sevére, leaving a small spot on the 


Superior surface of the tir of the 
tongue just to the left of the median 
line, about three millimeters in diam- 
eter, of a grayish white color, very 
much resembling a burn both in ap- 
pearance and sensation. 

The spot disappeared in about three 
days, leaving the tongue normal in 
appearance and feeling. The pains 
are described as being extremely ae- 
vere, like piercing the tongue with a 
sharp instrument, The faradic current 
has seemed to give the best results in 
the way of treatment. 

Can any reader of Our Journat give, 
through its columns, some light on 
this case, as to what it is, and what 
course of treatment is best to pursue?

Give the Devil His Due.

have come to the conclusion that it is 
merely a case of “sour grapes” with 
the Allopaths.

Medical Association, entitled ‘The 
Treatment of Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 
which not only gave the method of 
treatment with results attained, but 
gave the method of meking the oxy- 
tuberculin. 

Considering this evidence and the 
absence of any newspaper articles 
prior to the appearance of the first pa- 
per I can see no provocation for the

gone with oxytuberculin treatment it 
is hardly safe to make any decision as 
to ultimate results, however I will say 
in a general way that one patient has 
shown a wonderfulimprovement during 
the time I have been giving him the 
treatment, which has been only twenty ‘ 
seven days.

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Before commencing the treatment 
patient was in the latter part of third 
stage, suffered dyspnoea on slighest 
exertion but was able to be around the 
house though unable to walk upstairs, 
expectorated large quantities of very 
viscid sputum, temperature ranged 
from 99° to 102°, pulse 78 to 95, pa- 
tient generally retired at 7r.M., and 
arose atabout 10 a.m. At the present 
time the patient occasionally walks up- 
stairs to retire without suffering dysp- 
noea, amount of expectoration decreas- 
ed and less viscid in character, temper- 
ature ranges from 97 4-5° to 99°, pulse 
¢8 to 85, patient usually retires 7.30 to 
8 p. M. arises 7.30 to 8.30 a.m. Patient 
says he feels stronger, can walk far- 


ther and has more ambition than for > 


over two years. He has been afflicted 
five years, these with the return of a 
more natural color to his face, are the 
results upon which I base my opinion 
of the worth of the treatment. 

I began by injecting 80 minims of 
oxytuburculin a day and have increas- 
ed it gradually till at present I inject 
140 minims. There is no rise of tem- 
perature after the injection and no 
iocal soreness or other noticeable effect 
further than a slight thickening of the 
integumeut and an itching sensation 


which subsides in a day or two and is 


no more than would be expected of in- 


jecting such an amount of any fluid 
under the skin. 


I shall be pleased to give your read- 


ers any information I may gain in > 


regard to this treatment and will send 
you a more detailed history of the case 
at some future time when I can draw 
more definite conclusions as to the ef- 
licacy of the preparation.

The Tampon In Placenta Previa. 


D. MACLEAN, M. D., San Francisco. 


The placenta is usually attached at 


the fundus of the uterus, and is separ- 


ated from that organ by the contrac- 
tion and retraction of the muscular — 
fibres of its walls, during confinement. 
When the attachment is at the lower 
segment, where separation during dila- 
tation is inevitable, the term placenta 
previa is applied, | 

We have four varieties: complete, 
when the margin of the placenta is 
attached to the entire circumference 
of the uterine walls, above the internal 
os; partial, when only a portion of the 


placenta covers the os; marginal, when 


the placenta is situated at the margin | 
of the internal os; and lateral when 
situated on any portion of the lower 
segment of the uterus. 

In conducting a case of placenta 
previa, it is well to be familiar with 
the different varieties, as different 
methods of procedure may be neces- 
sary to be adopted to bring the case 
to a successful issue. The tampon 
however is applicable to all varieties 
at the proper stage of labor, but not 
applicable to all stages in any variety. 
In the treatment of placenta previa 
the best means of arresting hemorrhage 
demands our first consideration, and 
in the next place, the best method of 
expediting labor, as it is usually neces- 
sary to empty the uterus as speedily

Gelaemium in Two Oases Treated. 


A. F. VEAL, M.D , San Francisco, Cal. 


I have had two cases which were 


treated with gelsemium, an account of 


which will, I think, prove interesting: 


CaseEI. During July of this year, I 


was called to attend a girl of about 
sixteen years of age who was afilicted 
with epilepsy. She had been having 
the spasms of this disease at intervals — 
for considerable time and had been 
treated with some success by various— 


physicians. On the day I was called, 
the young lady had had two or three 
convusions and I found her lying in a 
deep ‘sleep, entirely unconscious, with 
the muscles of the face twitching and 
tonic contractions of the upper and 
lower extremities. 

The pulse was not very strong and 
the skin was colder than normal to the 
touch. Judging from the condition of 
the patient I decided that stimulation 
was necessary and so administered 
some atropine and morphine together, 
hypodermically. This gave the desired 
stimulation, causing much improve- 
ment in the heart's action, and pro- 
ducing a gentle glow of heat to the 
skin, but produced no effect on the 
tonic muscular contractions of the face 


and extremities, nor did the patient re- 


turn to consciousness. 

I waited about an hour after giving 
the aLove, but as there was no improve- 
ment I concluded to try gelsemium, I 
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reasoned that if gelsemium would re- 
lax a tonic spasm of the sphincter 
muscle of the rectum as Prof, Fearn 
wrote in the Eclectic Medical Journal, 
it would also relax tonically contracted 
muscles elsewhere. Ten drops of gel- 
semium sp. med. were then admin- 
istered hypodermically. 

The effect was certainly all that 
could be desired, for, in ten minutes, 


relaxation commenced and the patient 


was soon conscious and all spasms of 
the muscles had ceased. I then gave 
a half dram of passiflora sp. med. and 


commenced giving a prescription con- 


tuining ignatia and oenanthe crocata 


and one month afterward she had had 


DO more attacks. 
Case II. The second case was one 
where a tooth had been filled a few 


days previous and was then, presum- 


ably, commencing to ulcerate at the 
root, causing severe pain and inflam- 
mation of one side of the face. The 
swelling was very great, so much s0 
that it was impossible to open the 
mouth to any extent. The place affect- 
ed was hard to the touch, hot and 
quite red. 

I feared nothing would prevent an 
abscess but concluded to try gelsem- 
inum. I gave the drug in two drop 
doses of the sp. med. every hour and 
there was benefit almost from the first. 
After taking a few doses of the medi- 
cine the patient fell asleep and so 
obtained the rest she had been unable 
to get the night previous. In two or 
three days the inflammation had 
entirely subsided and all pain had 
ceased. 

It will be observed in these two 


cases that there were directly opposite 


results in regard to sleep. In the 
first case the patient was awakened 
from an unnatural sleep and in the 
second a natural one was the secondary 
result of the action of the drug. 


Sp. Colchicum in Sciatica. 


Cal 
What a grand remedy this is, and

there is often no more efficient remedy, 


there is certainly in my experience, no 
more safe remedy. 
On the tenth of this month I was 


called to see a lady, who had been 


complaining for sometime, and was 


considerably run down, her bowels 
were constipated, appetite poor, and 


for two days she had been suffering 


excruciating pain in the right hip and 
along the course of the right sciatic 
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nerve, there was no fever, she : could 
not sleep and to attempt to move made 
her suffering worse, she was if a piti- 
tible’ condition. This was early in the 
morning. The limb was bathed with a 
stimulating liniment; for internal use I 
prescribed two drops each of sp. m. 
colchicum and sp. m. hyoscyamus. 
This was to be given in syr. rhei et. 
pot. and repeated every three hours, 


till the bowels were affected, then if 


action too great, less frequent. That 
night she got a little co. ‘acotanilid to 
insure rest. 

Called again on morning of eleventh 
found patient much more comfortable, 
bowels had moved, appetite returning, 
pain almost gone, but limb still almost 
useless; she had _ slept pretty well 
through the night. As the bowels were 
not too free continued same treatment. 
Called again thirteenth, found her do- 
ing remarkably well, bowels moving 
twice in twentyfour hours, pain very 
little, nothing to complain of, begin- 
ing to use her limb. Lett her on game 
treatment. 

Someone asks how about the hyoscy- 
amus, I answer the pain was so very 
severe that though I had great faith 
in colchicum as a pain reliever I made 
this combination. I feel assured that 
a very large percentage of physicians 
would have used morphia, this I did 
‘not want to do, as I felt sure that the 
combination above named would be 
much better, and the results abundant- 
ly justified my conclusions, I may say 
in conclusion that this experience with 
colchicum is not an isolated one, I 
have had results just as satisfactory 
before.

OXYTUBERCULINE. 


“Phthisis Pulmonalis remotely—Oxy- 
toxine poisoning immediately. This 


case should be investigated by the 


Coroner.” This is the certificate of 
death furnished by Dr, C. F. Buckley 
to the Health Office in the case of 
Michael Foley whom the doctor de- 
clares died of oxytuberculine from Dr, 
Hirschfelder’s treatment. The Coroner 
did not hold any investigation, as the 
body had been embalmed. 

The doctor describes oxytubereuline 


as “bad veal broth,” requiring for its 


production a sick calf, second-hand 
pot, a little caustic soda and boracic 
acid. ‘This may be an extreme view of 
the matter; We would like to con- 
sider Dr. Hirschfelder as honestly 
endeavoring to provide a remedy for 
the cure of consumption, at the same 
time not forgetting the commercial 
aspect of selling his broth at $5.00 a 
bottle. We are not however impressed 
that consumption can be cured by 
such methods. He, or his friends fur- 
nish statistics in his favor which on 
their face are unreliable. Many cases 
of consumption do get well, and we 
have no doubt under the ordinary 
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treatment results as favorable can be 
obtained. 

Serum therapy is never free from 
danger, no matter how careful and 
honest the manufacturer. 
undergoes changes which are danger- 
ous to life, with the lapse of time. We 
have never seen any beneficial effects 
where other means failed. 

We leave Dr. Hirschfelder in the 
hands of his associates. They can say 


meaner things of him than we could | 


think. He is being petted with such 
endearing names as quack and fraud 


on”every hand, that even he must 


think that the path of science is a 
rough and rugged road, We never 
did have any respect for him. We 
have always considered him a com- 
mercial doctor, and our opinion has 
not been modified by his discovery of 


oxytuberculine. 


CASE OF ARTHRITIS DEFORIIANS. 


_ Arthritis deformans is not a disease 
that is frequently met, but when 
encountered it taxes the doctor’s wits, 
and results are usually unfruitful. 
There is destruction of the articulating 
cartilages and ligaments of several of 
the joints—sumetimes nearly all of 
them —and the unfortunate subject be- 
comes a deplorable cripple, often un- 
able to lie in bed, but obliged to 
maintain a half-sitting position, and, if 
bedridden,dependent upon the strength 
of others for power to turn or move. 
The joints are distorted and misshapen, 
and stiffened beyond all use. 

The latest thecry to receive wide 
recognition is that this disease sustains 


The serum | 


little if any relation to rheumatism or 
gout, but depends upon some obscure 
nervous lesion for its exciting cause. 
The joints are usually affected sym- 
metrically, shock, worry, and heredity 
occasionally cropping up as etiological 
factors. 

A case of the kind recently made a 
four-weeks’ stay at Maclean Hospital. 
The patient was a woman, 25 years of 
age, who had given birth to a child 
two years previously, and had never 
menstruated from: that time until she 
came to the Hospital. Soon after 
childbirth the arthritic symptoms set 
in, and, though in the hands of many 
physicians, at different times, the dis- 
ease steadily progressed. The fingers, 
wrists, elbows, neck, feet, ankles, 
knees and bip-joints were all almost 
immovable, and badly distorted. The 
patient suffered much from restlessness 
and pain, and required turning in bed 
from twenty to thirty times every 
night. She had no appetite, was un- 


able to raise her head from the pillow, 
or feed herself. 


It was a woeful case, 
and had come tothe Hospital through 
the efiorts of a zealous admirer of the 
writer, who almost believed in his in- 
fallibility, encouraged through corres- 
pondence, by the writer, who supposed 
it a case of chronic rheumatism, until 
it came to hand. 

Then, something must be attempted, 
as the patient had come several hun- 
dred miles, and was not to be easily 
put off. Examination demonstrated 
that a trachelorrhaphy and perineor- 
rahaphy were both badly needed, and 
a rectal examination disclosed the fact 
thut there was extreme relaxation of 
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the venous and arterial systems. The 
surgical work was done, and the pa- 
tient was put upon calcium fluoride 3x, 
two-grain powders, four times daily. 
The patient menstruated naturally 
within a week, appetite returned, pain 
disappeared, patient could sleep nearly 
all night in one position, could feed 
herself, soon sat up and wrote letters 


home, and so improved within a few 


weeks as to astonish physician and all 
observers. 
There is history of other cases in the 


family, so heredity las to be met in her 
case, and whether any more progress 


will be made remains a question. 
However, if the progress ot the disease 
has been arrested, results have been 


remarkable, and the condition of the 


patient rendered far less deplorable. 
Furthermore, this experience is valua- 


ble, at illustrating the influence of re- 


flexes in the etiology of such cases.and 
the beneficial relationship which orifi- 
cial surgery contains to even as intrac- 
table a disease as arthritis deformans.
